Local Church To 
Celebrate 50th Birthday 


On Feb. 2, 1908, a small group of 
Lutherans living around Westcott, 
adopted and signed a constitution 
and thus brought into existance St. 
Paul's Lutheran Church, Westcott. 
‘This then, marks the beginning of 
organized Lutheran work in the 
Didsbury parish. Plans were im- 
mediately made and work was be- 
gun on a church building, In Jan- 
uary 1909 this was dedicated to the 
glory of God. With God's blessings, 
the congregation grew, and the 
work in the parish flourished. 

About 1915, as a result of an in- 
flux of a number of Litheran fam- 
ilies in the town of Didsbury, reg- 
ular services were begun, At first, 
these were held in private homes, 
the Durer Funeral Home, and final- 
ly in the Seventh Day Adventist 
church. On December 21, 1927, St. 
John’s Lutheran Church, Didsbury 
was organized, and the group early 
in the spring of 1928 purchased the 
old Baptist Church as their own 
House of Worship.

The 
scientific methods doctors are using 
are greatly to be preferred to 
quackery, but even so we should 
think twice about our hospitals. 

As I see new wings being added 
to hospitals, and city people 60 
proud of their great hospitals. I 
want to state my conviction that 
we Ought to be ashamed of our hos- 
pitals because they are reflecting 
une way we are living. 

Disease is not in the world to test 
the ingenuity of doctors, it is re- 
lated to the moral government of 
the world, and we will never get 
rid of disease while we ignore this 
fact. 

We need to re-orient our minds 
and seek health primarily in a way 
of life that is harmonious and 
health producing.

Livestock produotion on the farm 
is not just the raising of a few an- 
imals, it 1s a part or section of your 
farming business, It is a vital part 
of the overall picture and must be 
in balance with farm economy, in 
harmony with the farm topography 
and be liked and undrestood by the 
farm operator. It requires time and 
money to operate and must there- 
fore pay dividends if it has any val- 


ue. 

Why should we be 60 concerned 
with the selection of the livestock 
enterprise? The previously mention- 
ed factors are part of the answer, 
poor or misjudged selection may not 
give returns but only provide plenty 
of work. In many cases the enter- 
prises do not suit the farm, in 
others they are not to the liking of 
the operator, in many more they 
lack the required volume and in 
some they are just a group of small 
sections all mixed up. These fact- 
ors all lead to poor returns and dis- 
courage the producer. We have 
heard and rightly so that rotations 
with a grain and grass production 
program are required to care for the 
land in this area. These p 
will produce high qualities of feed 


| stuffs in the form of grain, hay and 
always | 


Pasture, these are not 


We know grain and 


do not provide cash for operating 
expenses or daily living. The best 
market to balance with the farm 
field production can be provided 
with lUvestock. They will convert 
your field crops into a product 
which the consumer, who is your 
ultimate market, can and will use. 

In selecting a suitable livestock 
enterprise no blueprint can be used, 
every farmer 1s an individual oper- 
ating as an individual farm. We 
must therefore select a livestock en- 
terprises which wil] do the following 
thing. Suit the farm and it’s crop- 
ping program, not overtax the cap- 
ital or labor available, be large 
enough to have volume and allow 
for efficient production, be liked by 
the operator and above all else pro- 
vide satisfactory returns. 

The buildings and equipment for 
any livestock enterprise must be 
considered. In some cases alter- 
ations of existing buildings would 
do, in other new construction must 
be considered. In elther case it 
means the spending of money and 
in t0o many cases the money ts not 
available. If this is the case you 
must consider what livestock enter- 
prise could make the most efficient 
use of the existing buildings and use 
@ pattern of production that they 
wil) serve,

Study of hail is still bothering 
the Alberta research council and 
further expenditures is to be recom- 
mended to the legislature next 
month, 

This was announced Thursday by 
the Hon. Gordon Taylor, chairman 
of the research counell, who sald: 

“The research carried under the 
Alberta hail studies has not yet ad- 
vanced to the place where conclus- 
ions can be drawn in connection 
with hail suppression."’ 

Taylor remained discreat about 
any results drawn from the inde- 
pendent WRDC experiments last 
summer over a 4,000 square mile 
area of Central Alberta. He re- 
ported: “The activities were wat- 
ched with considerable interest... 
there was a considerable exchange 
of information between Alberta 
hai] etudies and WRDC even though 
they operated quite independently.” 

The WRDC experiment in cloud 
seeding was conducted with funds 
levied on the farmers after a plebis- 
cite permitted by special Act of the 
legislature. 

The council plans research on 
hail for another two years with 
partioular reference to the effects 
of cloud seeding as well as local 
peculiarities of hail, atmospheric 
conditions and static electricity in 
cloud formations. 

The program was a result of co- 
operation with the federal “met” 
department, the national research 
cial department of agriculture and 
the RCAF, which used radar, Ed- 
monton weather office started a 
study of air masses.

Buy — Don't Be Sold! 

Whether it’s a paring knife, a 
can opener or a Dutch oven, we 
must know what to look for when 
we buy a Picce of kitchen equip- 
ment so that we do not invest our 
money in inferior tools or worth- 
less gadgets. 

“Check-Points” For 
Buying Equipment 

: Construction: Is it sturdily 
made with a securely fastened 
handle and a smooth finish? 

2. Efficiency: Is it’s size, shape, 
design and material the best for 
the purpose for which it és in- 
tended? 

3. Care Required: Is it smoothly 
constructed with ridges or creases 
or other details that will require 
extta care to keep it clean? 

4. Price: In kitchen equipment 
price is very often an indication of 
the quality of materials used and 
of the amount of labor going into 
its construction, e.g., a cheap knife 
is really a poor investment. Know 
your needs, shop around, compare 
values, and then buy the best you 
can for the money. 

When Buying Pots And Pans 

Did you know that no one ma- 
terial is “best” for all your kitchen 
utensils? 

luminum jis very good for con- 
ducting heat quickly and evenly. It 
has no “hot spots” or areas where 
food always burns. Aluminum 
does stain with alkaline water and 
pits With hard waiter, so needs extra 
care to keep it clean. 

Stainless Stecl is easy to care for 
as it is not affected by ccid or al- 
kali. Stainless steel by itself is a 
poor conductor of heat and so cop- 
per or aluminum bottoms are often 
used, Poor quality stainless steel 
has “hot spots.” 

Cast Iron heats evenly and holds 
heat well. It is good for slow, long 
cooking. Cast iron is very heavy 
and somewhat unattractive in ap- 
pearance. 

Glass utensils are now made for 
use on top of the stove as well as 
in the oven, e.g. double boilers, cof- 
fee pots, etc. Food can be secn 
and glass is not affected by acid or 
alkali. Extra care must be taken 
that they do not boil dry or are
